a consumer w an ts to sprinkle during 
June, July, August and September, 
or any one or a few of these months 
only, he applies at the office of ilia 
board and signs an agreement.

agrees to this. 
The 
secretary 
will 
look up his record of water consump­ 
tion between J a n u a r y and June, so 
far as that record is at hand, and as­ 
certain what the 
monthly 
average 
lins been. 
Let us assume 
that 
the 
average per month will he found t< 
have been 3100 gallons. 
Then the 
consumer agrees that lie 
will 
pav 
50c (the present rate) for whatever 
quan tity up to 
3100 
gallons 
per 
month he may use d u rin g

those four months; he is not obliged 
to use that much, but if he should 
use more

gallons 
per 
month, then he pays 50c per 1000 for 
(lie 3100 gallons, and it will be a; 
sumed that the amount exceeding 3,- 
100 will have been used for s p r i n k ­ 
ling the garden, or the 
lawn,

per 1000 gallons. 


Those who have 
been 
minimum 
consumers will be expected to use 
the minimum q u antity (2000 gallons 
per month) before the 10c rate will 
apply.

The object is to encourage 
the use of water and to try and give 
people for a time a low 
rate on

w ater used in exiese of ilia' needed 
to pay the running expenses.

dentally it will help to beautify the 
city to have nice lawns. 
The method 
being used seems to give everybody 
the same chance, and everyone is ex­ 
pected to continue to- pay the regu­ 
lar price for his normal requirements

THE FOREIGN SERVICE HIEL 


I t is n ow exp ected that the Rogers bill, ‘‘for the reorganiza­ 
tion and improvement of the F o r e ig n 
Service of the 
United 
States,” will receive the consideration of Congress early in May, 
Secretary Hughes has evinced great interest in the Rogers bill 
and will probably take a prominent part in an advisory way when 
the hearings on the bill are opened. 
Tile bill provides for the regrading and classification of tho 
entire service, and for retirem ent pay after the qualified length 
of service. 
It parallels in the main the plan formulated by the 
Republican Publicity Association in October, 1920, after consider­ 
able study of the subject. 
The retirement provisions are some­ 
what along the lines of those provided for in the Civil Service 
retirement act passed by Congress a year or so ago. 
A new feature is a provision in the bill which authorizes the 
Secretary of State, in order to recruit the service, from time to 
lime to designate, after preliminary examination, pupils between 
18 and 25 years of age, who shall attend such universities as he 
may prescribe at the expense of the Government, and who, after 
completing their studies, will be examined as to their fitness for 
appointment to the service, upon which they will sign a contract 
to remain in the service for not less than five years. 
Sections 
29-41 provide for retirement pay ranging from .$4,800 to $875, 
dependent on length of service and grade at retirement, and this 
fund is to be kept up by taking 5 per cent of the officers’ annual 
pay. 
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EEI fir ROOT’S GOOR ADVICE 


E l i mu R o o t , in a recent address in San Francisco, stressed 
the duty of the citizens to refrain from wantonly stirring up the 
ill will of foreign countries. 
“The people of the United States,” 
he said, “should make it the first great lesson of their duties to 
punish with disapproval the man who willfully stirs up the ani­ 
mosity of foreign countries.” 
Mr. Root’s comment is well timed. 
There are many individ­ 
uals and some newspapers in this country who, under the guise of 
patriotism, go out of their way to attack the policies of other na­ 
tions, even those which allect only domestic affairs. 
Vigilance to 
prevent encroachment on American rights from abroad does not 
include a license to attack the rights of others. 
It is the duty 
of America to be eternally on guard against trespassing from 
foreign sources, but Americans should be equally careful not to 
trench upon (lie sensibilities of foreign nations.
